written by an English scribe on a strip of vellum, 254 in. long 
by 5 in. wide. The text occupies 234 in. of the recto and 
12 in. of the verso. Some small lacunae occur at the begin- 
ning, resulting from slight damage sustained apparently at an 
early period. The writing is the square official hand found in 
similar documents (A.D. 1220-1230). A careful collation with the 
transcript of an original copy of the Charter, in Lincoln Cathedral, 
discloses a very considerable number of textual variations, interes- 
ting, but of small moment except in the matter of the date, which 
in this copy is given as the 16th of June instead of the 15th as in 
all others (see Mr. J. E. Hodgkin’s “ Rariora,” p. 26). This impor- 
tant document is accompanied by several Facsimiles and MS.

I would also offer you an accumulation of my best thanks for the 
collar that you have honoured me by sending, inasmuch as it is not only 
exceedingly lovely, but happened to arrive at a most opportune and neces- 
sary moment.

167%,” and later on, in Danby’s 
senile hand, “Of great importance and was signed by the Kinge 
himselfe and is coppied false in Kennetts History of Ch. 2°”; at 
the bottom of the letter, in the handwriting of Charles II, “JZ 
aprove of this letter, C. R.” (2) Holograph Letter, March 5, 
167%, from the Prince of Orange (afterwards William III), in 
French, to Lord Danby, giving him warning of the designs of 
France : 

.... At least I trust that now no one will doubt that France has always 
played you false, and that it is not one town more or less that has prevented 
peace, for they never intended making it, only they were obliged to have 
something to mask their designs. I confess that their last trick surpasses 
all that has gone before, in sending M. de Ruvigni while, at the same time, 
they were marching to carry out their schemes. The state of affairs here is 


such that the conditions will be less favourable even than M. de Godolphin’s 
propositions, but peace is now out of the question, all that can be done is to 
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make every effort to regain by a continuation of the war what cannot be 
obtained otherwise ; etc.

This and other letters have many passages deleted and cunningly 
altered by Danby himself before publishing them in his Copies and 
Extracts of Some Letters (1710) : 

.... In case the conditions of the peace shall be accepted, the King 
expects to have six millions of livres a yeare for three years from the time 
that this agreement shall be signed betwixt his Matie & the Kg. of France, 
because itt will probably bee two or three years before the Parliamt will 
bee in humour to give him any supplys after the making of any peace wth 
France, and the Embassador here has alwaies agreed to that sume, but not 
for so long time. If you find the peace will not bee accepted, you are not 
to mention the money att all, and all possible care must bee taken to have 
this whole negotiation as private as possible, for feare of giving offence at 
home, where for the most part wee heare in ten days after of any thing that 
is communicated to the French ministers. I must againe repeate to you, 
that whatever you write upon this subject to the Secretary (to whom you 
must not mention a syllable of the money), you must say only as a thing 
you believe they would consent to, if you had power formally to make those 
propositions. Pray informe your selfe to the bottom of what is to be 
expected from France, and assure them that you believe this will bee the 
last time that (words deleted) you shall receive any propositions of a peace, 
if these be rejected ; etc.

The enemy 
make all preparations for marching, and we are preparing to receive them, 
but how the weather will allow of any motion on either side I do not well 
understand, however in that particular wee are on equall terms, tho’ not 
on others, but courage and zeal will I hope supply the want of numbers, ete. 


Only six days afterwards news reached him of Argyll’s approach, 
an immediate flight northwards was undertaken, and the Chevalier 
made his escape from Scotland “through the back door which 
had been left open for him.”

All that I can assure you is that in this 
country nobody stands higher in public esteem than Lady Hamilton, and the 
friendship the Queen of Naples has for her is conspicuous... . The marrying 
Emma was my own business. I knew what I was doing, for as you know I 
had lived with her five years before I married, and it is now five more since we 
married, and I do not repent. Look round your circle of prudent and 
assorted matches in the great World and see how few turn out so well as our 
seemingly imprudent one, etc.

Kiss dear, dear Horatia a thousand times for me, I write this letter and I 
fear I shall too soon have an opportunity of sending it, for we are standing 
near Weymouth, the place of all others I should wish to avoid, but if it 
continues modte I hope to escape without anchoring, but should I be forced 
I shall act as a man and your Nelson, neither courting or ashamed to hold 
up my head before the greatest Monarch in the World. I have, thank God, 
nothing to be ashamed of. 

I have wrote a line to the Duke, he will show it you, and I shall do it 
oceasionally. I prepare this to be ready in case opportunity offers, and Iam 
working very hard with Mr. Scott. If you see Sir Will™ Scott say how 
very sorry I am not to have seen him but it was impossible. May God bless 
you my own Emma and believe me ever most faithfully yours.

This intensely interesting letter is noé included in the Collection 
of Lord Nelson’s letters to Lady Hamilton published in 1814. 
But Nelson says in a letter written off Plymouth the next day, 
which he carried to sea with him, “I sent my own dearest Emma, 
a letter for you last night in a Torbay boat, and gave the man a 
guinea to put it in the Post Office.” The above is evidently the 
letter referred to.—Note by Mr. Hodgkin.

TRULY REMARKABLE COLLECTION OF MANUSCRIPTS, AUTOGRAPH 
LETTERS AND DOCUMENTS, ENGRAVINGS, DRAWINGS, PRINTED 
BooKs, ETC. ILLUSTRATING THE DOUBLE CAREER OF THIS EX- 
TRAORDINARY INDIVIDUAL, who alternately posed as a man and 
a woman 


The collection was gathered from various sources, and formed one 
of Mr. J. E. Hodgkin’s favourite hobbies. ‘The greater portion of 
the very important Manuscripts (comprising some 3500 pp.) came 
at first hand from the representative of a family, to the head of 
which they passed at D’EKon’s death, and in whose possession they 
had since remained undisturbed. It comprises about 62 vol. and 
tie cases of manuscripts, a wooden box of MSS. and Documents, 
covered with brown paper, from the Chevalier’s own collection, a 
large mahogany box case containing important Documents, Por- 
traits, Drawings, etc. and thirteen Printed Books and Pamphlets, 
dealing chiefly with the life of the Chevalier, some veryrare. Itis 
only possible to indicate a few of the more important items of the 
collection ; a careful examination of the voluminous papers (chiefly 
in D’Eon’s own hand) would no doubt throw much fresh light on 
this subject of never ceasing interest. Voluminous papers in D’Kon’s 
handwriting, written at a late period of his life, asserting that 
though a girl and dressed as such till 1734, she was after that date 
brought up as a boy, greatly to her own regret. ‘The original 
Passports given to D’Kon during his journey to and from St. 
Petersburg. The original Order (1761) written on the field of 
Battle of Hoxtes, addressed to the Count de Guerchy, and sent by 
the hand of D’Eon, to remove 400,000 cartridges under the fire of 
the enemy. This order was not obeyed by de Guerchy, but was 
carried out by D’Eon, a circumstance which engendered the bitter 
animosity of de Guerchy; D’Eon’s Commission (1763) as Lieutenant 
of Dragoons, s. by Louis XV ; Passport s. by Louis XV, granted 
to D’Kon when going to London in 1763, as secretary to the Duc 
de Nivernois; D’EKon’s counterpart on vellum of the original 
“Transaction,” Aug. 25, 1775, between Caron de Beaumarchais 
and the Chevalier or Chevaliére D’Kon, in which, describing herself 
as a spinster, she declares that her sex has been unequivocally de- 
clared to be feminine, and agrees henceforth till her death always to. 
wear female attire; also the orginal Draft in the holograph of 
Beaumarchais, with extraordinary emendations in D’EKon’s hand- 
writing. This document is complemented bya copy certified by Beau- 
marchais of the commission given him by Louis XVI to treat with 
D’Eon for the return of certain secret documents. A remarkable 
Series of Original Letters (1775-76) from Caron de Beaumarchais 
to the Chevaliére D’Kon on the subject of the “Transaction,” ete. 
and an extraordinary one in which he addresses fer in loving terms 
(Beaumarchais seems to have had at this date no doubt as to 
D’Eon’s sex, and it was currently reported in Paris that he intended 
to marry her). Several A. L. s. from John Wilkes to La Chevaliére, 
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and one from Warren Hastings to the same; a thick volume in 
D’Eon’s handwriting, labelled “Journal du Chevalier D’Eon en 
Angleterre pour sa depense courant depuis 1766, jusqu’au 13 adut, 
1777, plus Journal de dépense courante depuis le 13 aédut 1777, 
jusqu’au mois de mars, 1793”; having inside the front cover his 
large ea-libris, and inside the back cover the smaller one of Made- 
moiselle la Chevaliére D’Kon. On Jan. 18, 1769, occurs the entry 

‘pour ma reception au 3° Grade de magon lagrg is loge de l’immor- 
talité, £4 7s. Od.”; on Jan. 5, 1773, “Bassin & Barbe ls. 3d.!” 
but on Nov. 4, 1776, a ParetERe of ‘anna dress sent from Paris 
of taffetas noir, etc., amounting to 1009 livres. A thick volume 
of accounts in D’Eon’s holograph, while in London, from 1807, 
almost to the time of his death, which took place May 21, 1810. 
Among the final entries is “Du Sunday, March 4, 1810, du Mon- 
day, 5, et jour suivant je suis tombé la nuit comme morte sur le 
planche...Mon dieu me suffet car en lui nous avons le pére, le fils, 
la vie éternelle, que pouvons nous avoir de plus?” The Portraits 
comprise some of the very rarest engravings, showing the Chevalier, 
both in male and female costume, e.g. stipple engraving (1753) of 
the Chevaliére D’Eon as a woman, Cross of St. Louis on left breast, 
atter Angelica Kauffman; Mezzotint of the Chevaliére D’Kon 
(1771) as a female freemason, on a table is a scroll inscribed: “A 
Policy 25 per cent. on the Chev. D’Kon man or woman”; Two line 
engravings (1763) by Bradel, of the Chevaliére in low dress, one 
beautifully coloured ; Water-colour Drawing representing D’Eon as 
a good-looking man in military costume, probably executed in 1763, 
as it shows the star of St. Louis given him in that year; Proof 
portrait in mezzotint (1771) of D’Eon, with hair dressed in 
macaroni fashion ; other portraits show him fencing, on horseback, 
etc. ; also several fine water-colour drawings from the Chevalier’s 
own collection.
